Robert S. McNamara. 


The Times report 
today 


covered the period, beginning in 
1965, 
of increasing U. S 
in- 


volvement in ground combat. It 
said- 


Johnson's decision that U.S. 


troops would take the offensive 
was 
followed 
by 
another 


decision in mid-July to commit 
44 battalions The study said this 


decision was "perceived as a 
threshold-entrance into an Asian 
land war 
" . . The choice at that time 


was not whether or not to 
negotiate, it was not whether or 
not to hold on for a while or let go 
— the choice was viewed as 
winning or losing South Viet- 
nam."

the end of the year 


American forces in South 
Vietnam, which had numbered 
27,000 on March 8, had risen to 
184,314. Their mission was no 
longer defense of installations 
but offensive "search and 
destroy" operations

Industrial Production 
Takes Sharp Jump 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


sharpest jump in industrial 
production figures since set- 
tlement of the General Motors' 
strike has generated little ex- 
citement 
among President 


Nixon's economic advisers. 


Despite a seven-tenths of one 


per cent increase in the Federal 
Reserve Board's reading1 of May 
industrial output, a spokesman 
for Nixon's Council of Economic 
Advisers said the jump was only 
moderately encouraging 


"It's nice to see it up, but I'm 


not going to go out and get ex- 
cited about it," the spokesman 
said 


The one-month boost does not 


confirm the start of the fast- 
paced economic expansion 
sought 
by the Nixon ad- 


ministration, he said 


Except for January, the May 


increase was the sharpest since 
June 1969, when the economy 
was booming along. Then it 
reached 171.5 per cent of the 
1957-59 average. The new figure 
is 4.2 per cent below that.

Councilman and acting mayor 


Rod Senter joined with Emery in 
the latter's proposal to thwart a 
move by the county to haul 
Coming's trash and garbage to 
the Red Bluff dump site for 
burial. 


Both Emery 
and Senter 


believe Corning would be better 
off with its own trash burial (cut 
and cover) operation Each man 
is concerned over the cost of 
collecting, temporarily stonng 
and hauling trash and garbage 
to the Red Bluff site. 


The city's present dump must 


be closed next year. The state 
air resources board won a no- 
burning law and the state water 
quality control board 
h=>s con- 


demned the dump as a possible 
water polluter. 


Dave 
Harrah, 
presently 


contracted to collect city gar- 
bage, apparently told Emery 
and Senter a cut and cover 
operation could be done through 
private enterprise and at a 
savings to the city Harrah said 
if the city bought a dump site, he 
would be among bidders seeking 
to operate the facility. 


The county road supervisor, 


who also is charged with 
operating the county dumps, 
told Coming's council several 
weeks ago the city could expect 
a $10,000 to $15,000 bill for the 
first year of the county-cities 
dump operation 


Emery has his eye on what he 


considers a suitable site which 
the city could purchase for 
$15,000. He told the council last 
night he would like to place a 
deposit on the property, have the 
water quality control board 
testers survey the land and, if it 
passes, buy the site. If the land 
failed, the deposit would be 
returned, Emery said. 


The councilman also is looking 


forward to the day when the 
county must seek a new clum- 
ping site. 


According 
to 
county 


estimates, the present site 
northwest of Red Bluff will be 
suitable only for a year of the cut 
and cover operation 


A last hope, faintly held by 


Emery, is that the state will 
allow continued burning at the 
present site until the city 
decides what it will do with its 
garbage. 
However Emery 


admits there is less than little 
chance of a reprieve.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


pending Social Security bill 
eventually will increase benefits 
to $1,300 a month for a typical 
retired 
couple, the Social 


Security 
Administration 


estimates. 


By contrast, a 65-year-old man 


and wife retiring this year will 
receive $280.20 a month if the 
husband worked at the median 
wage each year of his em- 
ployment. 


Projections of benefits that 


could develop if the bill becomes 
law were made available in the 
wake of public attention given 
payroll-tax hikes written into 
the legislation on which the 
House may vote next week. 


The maximum payment by an 


employe, watched by his em- 
ployer, is $405.60 this year The 
maximum, under the bill, will go 
to at least $754 80 in 1977, an 86- 
per-cent increase 


But 
Social 
Security 


mathematicians, using the man 
in the middle, developed figures 
showing a highly favorable 
benefit-to-contribution ratio. 


The legislation introduced 


new variables into Social 
Security by linking future 


contributions and benefits to the 
cost of living and wage levels, so 
the calculations are based on 
estimates of what may happen 
in the next 30 years 


Here's an example 
Mr A, a median earner, and 


his wife are 36 and will retire at 
65 in January 2000 A will live to 
be 78 and Mrs. A will live three 
years after her husband's death 


At the time of retirement, the 


couple's monthly benefit, under 
terms of the pending bill and 
Social Security's economic 
assumptions, would be $1,042 50 
Under present law, they would 
receive only $414 90 


By the last year of A's life - 


still under the new bill — the 
couple would be receiving 
$1,31190 a month After A's 
death, the widow would receive 
a benefit starting at $915 80 and 
reaching $958 90 


Over his working years, A 


would have contributed $30,905 
in payroll taxes, 78 per cent 
more than present law would 
require. But he and his wife 
would draw out in cash benefits 
$213,919, or 193 per cent more 
than present law provides. In

Both men resigned 
because of outside business 
pressures. 


The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration won the com- 
mission's approval to lease 1,600 
feet additional office space at 
the airport and to lease a new 
maintenance shop at Bidwell 
Field. The office space will 
require building by the city, but 
the FAA will contract to pay off 
the project over a 10-year 
period. 


A letter from the federal 


agency temporarily ended plans 
to extend the main runway with 
garbage The plan would have 
had trash dumped and com- 
pacted at the end of the present 
runway, with the 
garbage 


eventually paved 


The commission also learned 


that painting RED BLUFF on 
the mam runway is almost 
ready to begin. A date for the 
paint-in has yet to be set.

Selection Criteria Standardized Angela 


Opposition 


BERKELEY (AP) — The 


University of California an- 
nounced Monday standardizing 
of criteria for selecting new 
undergraduate students at its 
eight general campuses. 


Lyle Gainsley, director of 


admissions for the nine-campus 
system, said the proposed 
changes would increase 
the 


chances of top high school 
scholars being enrolled at the 
UC campus of their choice. 


All applicants still must be in 


the upper 12% per cent of their 
high school graduating class to 
be eligible to attend UC. Priority 
goes to California residents, 


junior college transfers and 
Vietnam veterans. 


The 
changed 
admissions 


policy provides that on those 
campuses where applications 
exceed enrollment openings, 
scholastic ranking will deter- 
mine 50 per cent of the available 
places. The other 50 per cent will 
be chosen after a review of in- 
dividual applications. 


The review will consider 


academic interests, campus 
p r o g r a m s , 
s p e c i a l 


achievements, selective 
recruitment efforts, and other 
factors, with the student having 
the right of appeal on hardship 


grounds. 


For the coming fall term, four 


UC campuses have applications 
in excess of openings — Davis, 
Santa Cruz, Irvine and San 
Diego. 


"The important change in the 


new procedures gives attention 
to accommodation at 
the 


campus of first preference. 
Within the UC system, all 
qualified students 
will be 


guaranteed place," Gainsley 
said. 


The changes follow protests 


over lotteries held to fill spaces 
for next fall at Davis, San Diego 
and Irvine. 


Working Mothers Aid Reinstated 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The State Supreme Court has 
reinstated, for the time being at 
least, a program that allows 
working mothers to receive aid 
to families with dependent 
children despite a small income. 


The high court said Monday it 


will hear arguments July 9 on a 
state regulation that prevents 
persons from remaining on the 
program after four months. The 
court took jurisdiction in the 
matter after Superior courts in 
Alameda 
and 
Sacramento 


counties issued 
conflicting 


opinions. 


The 
disputed 
regulation 


provides that in determining 
total income in qualifying for 
AFDC $30 plus one-third of the 
remaining gross income may be 
deducted during the first four 
months. 


The emergency state social 


welfare department regulation 
affects an estimated 28,000 
families who would be cut, a 
welfare spokesman said. 


Judge Robert H. Kroninger of 


Alameda County made the first 
of the disputed rulings, holding 
that several counties were 


allowing excessive deductions of 
outside income in computing 
benefits for working mothers. 


Judge William M. Gallagher 


of Sacramento County, in the 
second ruling, said the state 
would be in violation of the law 
to make the reductions after 
four months. He held the so- 
called $30-and-one-third rule 
applied continuously. 


A spokesman for the federal 


Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare said the 
regulation appears to be illegal 
and against 
the intent of 


Congress.

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Advcrnfage Is In The Word 'Free' 


William D. Schwab, the Commander Industries boss, sent us 


the text of a speech the other day which raises a number of in- 
teresting points, one all-encompassing one being erosion of the 
freedom in free enterprise. 


"To me," the speaker declared, "the chief advantage of free 


enterprise is in the word 'free.' 'Free' as opposed to controlled. 
'Free' as opposed to repressed. 'Free' as in 'freedom.' " 


The speaker, Thomas R. Shepard Jr., was addressing the 44th 


annual meeting of the Soap and Detergent Association, meeting at 
the Waldorf-Astoria in New York.In the course of his talk, he told 
the association members that a 'Disaster Lobby,' by having the 
sale of detergents banned in some areas and by stirring up needless 
fears throughout the country, has "created the kind of chaos that 
may set cleanliness back two generations." 


"And again," he declared, "as in everything they do, they have 


missed the point entirely. As Vice President Charles Bueltman of 
the Soap and Detergent Association recently pointed out, 
detergents with phosphates are perfectly safe, eminently effective 
and admirable cheap. And if they foam up the water supply in some 
communities, the obvious remedy is an improved sewer system. To 
ban detergents is the kind of overkill that might be compared with 
burning down your house to get rid of termites." 


The speaker saw little if any merit in any of the warnings of 


threats to the ecology that have been sounded in recent years. He 
assures us the air is getting cleaner, the birth rate in the United 
States is dropping, the so-called youth rebellion is pure poppycock, 
use of drugs is decreasing, unemployment is not nearly as serious 
as it has been in the past. And as to DDT: 


"The tragedy is that DDT, while it probably did kill a few birds 


and fish, never harmed a single human being except by accidental 
misuse. When the ultimate report is written, it may show that the 
opponents of DDT — despite the best of intentions — contributed to 
the deaths of more human beings than did all of the natural 
disasters in history." 


Some of those pronouncements some of us will probably agree 


with, and some of them we won't. But we can scarcely disagree 
with a quoted statement of Professor Yale Brozen of the University 
of Chicago that free enterprise in the United States is only half 
alive. Brozen cited as evidence, the speaker pointed out, govern- 
ment control of the mail, water supplies, schools, airlines, 
railroads, highways, banks, farms, utilities and insurance com- 
panies, along with regulatory involvement in other industries. 


That is a situation that we certainly shouldn't close our eyes to. 


It has been the contention of the staunchest advocates of free en- 
terprise that it is a self-regulating system, and that therein lies its 
efficiency. Whether completely free enterprise would function 
efficiently under present conditions is an unanswered question. But 
if we have determined that we can't let enterprise be completely 
free — or if we are afraid to try, can we then have confidence that it 
can serve us better by being half free? Possibly we can. But, on the 
other hand, maybe we'll just be hobbling it. 


Maybe it's time right now to decide. Should we move in the 


direction of more freedom for private enterprise? If the answer is 
not yes, then we're on uncharted seas But if we are, shouldn't we 
face up to it?

A Case For Impeachment 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — We have 


called for the impeachment of 
Federal Power Chairman John 
Nassikas 
for 
withholding 


evidence 
and 
misleading 


Congress to justify a $4 billion 
rate increase for the natural gas 
producers. 


This is a stupendous sum, 


which would be squeezed out of 
the consumers in the form of 
higher monthly gas payments. 
Yet Nassikas, who is sworn to 
uphold the public interest, has 
blatantly misrepresented the 
facts to help the gas interests get 
away with this $4 billion grab. 


We have pieced together the 


shocking 
story 
from 
the 


Nassikas Papers, a sheaf of 
memos and studies kept under 
lock at the FPC. Through a 
maze 
of 
intermediaries, 


however, we have obtained the 
suppressed papers. 


It would take dozens of 


columns to publish them all, 
with their legal profundities and 
complexities. But here is the 
outline of our case against 
Nassikas: 


The papers reveal 
that 


Nassikas ignored the studies of 
his own economists and relied 
upon the gas industry's in- 
formation. The FPC, of course, 
is supposed to protect the public 
against the depredations of the 
gas barons. Yet Nassikas, 
speaking for the FPC, qupted 
industry figures to Senators — 
figures that had been con- 
tradicted 
by 
the 
FPC's 


economists. 


These figures had to do with 


the Louisiana gas reserves, 


which eventually will supply 
half the nation. The FPC's chief 
economist, Haskell Wald, found 
the industry's figures to be 
dubious if not outright phony. 


WARNINGS IGNORED 


On Feb. 12,1970, Wald wrote a 


personal memo to Nassikas, 
warning that two crucial sets of 
industry data on gas reserves 
"can 
hardly be said to match 


each other." 


He could see "no way of 


corroborating" some of the 
industry data. The FPC's own 
auditing, he said, "tells us 
nothing about the reliability" of 
the questionable information. 


The industry's estimates, 


which should consistent, show 
"surprisingly large differences" 
with many specific figures 
"surprisingly wide apart," he 
wrote. 


The following day, Nassikas 


received 
another personal 


memo from Edward McManus, 
chief of the FPC's producer 
division, who warned that "the 
reliability of gas reserve 
estimates (by the industry) for 
any specific reservoir or field 
initially is suspect." 


On Feb. 19, Wald sent an even 


more blunt memo to Gordon 
Gooch, whom Nassikas 
had 


picked to be the FPC's chief 
counsel. 


"We are concerned over the 


apparent lack of adequate 
checks 
on the statistical 


reporting operations," wrote 
Wald. He called attention to an 
industry error of 1.3 trillion 
cubic feet, which the gas in- 
dustry has tried to cover up. 


At this point, Nassikas and 


Gooch should have ordered an 
immediate, massive FPC staff 
investigation. Instead, they 
hushed up the warnings and 
accepted the gas 
producers' 


figures. 


Senate Antitrust Chairman 


Phil Hart, D-Mich., without 
knowing exactly what Nassikas 
was concealing, got wind that 
something was amiss. In a Sept. 
1 letter, Hart asked Nassikas 
explicitly about the information 
furnished by the natural gas 
industry. 


Nassikas's reply, dated Sept. 


15, appears to be a bald lie. The 
two crucial sets of data, he 
wrote, "closely parallel" each 
other. 
To 
buttress 
this 


astounding statement, he ad- 
ded: 
"The staff has also made 


specialized reports and con- 
ducted investigations." 


This made it appear that the 


staff backed up the gas in- 
dustry's figures when, in fact, 
the suppressed staff memos said 
exactly the opposite. 


DECEIVING SENATE 


On Nov. 12, Nassikas again 


cited the unreliable industry 
figures at a Senate hearing 
before the Senate Fuels Sub- 
committee. 


Chairman Frank Moss, D- 


Utah, asked: "You do have to 
rely . . . on industry figures?" 


"Yes, but not entirely," said 


Nassikas. Later, he added that 
"there is substantial reliance, 
but . . .it is not nonanalytical 
reliance." In its context, the 
statement gave the impression 
that the FPC's "analytical" 
studies supported the industry's 


figures. The opposite, of course, 
was true. 


The next day, Wald jolted 


Nassikas with another bomb- 
shell. This was a memo 
disclosing that the FPC's studies 
and the industry's figures were 
out of kilter by a startling 42 per 
cent. 


Wald followed this up with a 


strong memo to Gooch's office 
on Dec. 1 reiterating that the 
evidence indicated errors up to 
40 per cent in some of the in- 
dustry data. 


Yet eight days later, both 


Nassikas and Gooch again 
touted the industry's figures at a 
Senate hearing chaired by Sen. 
Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., an expert 
on the subject. Gooch blandly 
testified that the industry's 
figures 
were 
"reasonably 


reliable." 


Wald's contrary warnings, 


which could save the gas users 
$4 billion, already had been 
hidden away. 


Footnote: As we previously 


reported, Nassikas refused to 
discuss the $4 billion boondoggle 
with us on the grounds that the 
case is still before him. Gooch 
has denied any wrongdoing by 
Nassikas or himself. 


ANTI-POLLUTION 


Sen. Gay lord Nelson, D-Wis., 


is introducing a bill this week to 
force outboard motor firms to 
install anti-pollution devices. 
The motors dump millions of 
gallons of gas and oil into U.S.

The indictment

propriately used in Nuremburg, 
the governing class of America: 
the statesmen, the legislators, 
the generals. And, reaching 
beyond them, the people who 
named the governors to their 
positions of responsibility, and 
ratified their decisions in 
several elections. 


Now if America is what John 


Kerry says it is, what is it that is 
appropriate for us to do? The 
stain described by Kerry goes 
too deep to be bleached out by 
conventional 
remorse 
or 


resolve.: better the destruction 
of America if, in order to see 
ourselves truly, we need to look 
into the mirror John Kerry holds 
up for us. If we are a nation of 
sadists, of kid-killers, and 
torturers, of hypocrites and 
criminals, let us be done with it, 
and pray that a great flood or 
fire will destroy us, leaving John 
Kerry and maybe Mrs Spock, to 
take 
the place 
of Lot 
in 


reseeding a new order. 


Now the assautl of John Kerry 


on this country did not arise 
fresh-blown in his mind. It is the 
crystallization of an assault 
upon America which has been 
watered over the years by an 
intellectual class given over to 
self-doubt and self-hatred, 
driven by a cultural disgust with 
the uses to which so many 
people put their freedom.

that which is 


despised. The root question has 
not risen to such a level of 
respectability as to work itself 
into the platform of a national 
political party, but it lurks in the 
rhetoric of the John Kerrys and 
their supporters, such that a 
blind man, running his fingers 
over the features of the public 
rhetoric, 
can discern the 


meaning of it: 


Is America worth it? 
That is what they are asking. 


And that is what so many 
Americans reacted to in the case 
of 
Lieutenant 
Calley. 


Mistakenly, they interpreted the 
conviction of Calley as yet 
another effort to discredit the 
military. And though they will 
not say it in as many words, they 
know it—know it as certainly as 
Einstein ever knew that E was 
the equal of MC squared: they 
know that if there is no military, 
it will quickly follow that there, 
will be no America, of the kind 
that they know. The America 
that listens so patiently to its 
John Kerrys, the American that 
shouldered the great burden of 
preserving oases of freedom 
after the great curtain came 
down with that Bolshevik 
subtlety that finally expressed 
itself in a Wall, to prevent the 
inhabitants of the socialist 
Utopia from leaving, even en 
route to John Kerry's America.

JEWS PA PER I 
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Airlines 
Wage 
Fare War 


NEW YORK (AP) — The skies 


are getting friendlier for young 
people traveling to Europe and 
cheaper too as the airlines are 
experiencing their first major 
price war. 


The decreases in rates began 


May 27 when Sabena, 
the 


Belgian carrier, announced that 
students ages 12 to 29 could 
make a New York-Brussels 
round-trip flight for $200, except 
during peak summer months 
when the fare would be $220. 


Since then other airlines have 


slashed round-trip prices to 
remain competitive, with fares 
dropped as low as Alitalia's New 
York to Rome cost of $199 for 
anyone age 12 to 26 and without 
restrictions on time of travel. 


Irish International Airlines 


has announced New York to 
Shannon for $180, but during 
peak summer periods the price 
is $205 and the tickets are 
limited to students age 15 to 26. 
BOAC's fare for New York to 
London is $190 but during peak 
periods it is $210 and it is limited 
youths not yet 26. 


The first American carrier to 


begin slashing prices was Pan 
American World Airways which 
has vowed to remain com- 
petitive with the European 
carriers. 


A spokesman for Air France, 


noting that Brussels is only two 
or three hours from Paris by 
train, said the carrier had no 
choice but to lower the New 
York to Paris fare to $200 or $210 
during peak seasons. Royal 
Dutch KLM followed with a $200 
or $210 fare to Amsterdam and 
Lufthansa has applied for a $210, 
or $228 fare for all points in 
Germany, except Berlin, where 
the fare would be $212 or $230. 


Since then Pan Am has 


matched prices to Amsterdam, 
London, Glasgow, Paris and 
Rome. 


A Pan Am spokesman said 


that before the new fares the 
cheapest fare to London had 
been $272, and $320 to Rome, 
both based on a 29 to 45 day 
excursion rate. 


Members Of Press 
Urged To Join 
A United Front 


CHICAGO 
(AP) — 
The 


general 
manager 
of 
The 


Associated 
Press, 
Wes 


Gallagher, has called for "a 
united front" by all members 
of the journalism profession in 
defense of their principles. 


"The stakes are far too high 


for one segment of the press to 
sit to one side while another 
segment is under attack on a 
basic freedom," he said. 


In a speech at the opening 


session of the first annual 
convention of The Associated 
Press Broadcasters Association, 
Gallagher said: 


"Journalism is under heavy 


assault from all quarters and 
journalists must be prepared to 
take on all comers." 


He said criticism has come 


from both the political sector of 
society and the public. 


"Government criticism of the 


press and press attacks on 
government ineptness are the 
natural 
and 
essential 


ingredients of a democracy." 


"When they stop, then it is 


time to worry, because we will 
no longer have a democracy. 


"The danger comes when 


administrations in power seek to 
curb by any means the free flow 
of news, either by legislative 
restriction or bureaucratic 
action," he said. "There is no 
such thing as a half-free press." 


"Of 
more 
concern," 


Gallagher said, "is criticism 
from various segments of the 
public at large." He said the 
individual, tired of problems 
and yearning for a simpler time, 
cannot escape the problems he 
hears about on radio or sees on 
television and in newspapers. 


"It" is little wonder," the AP 


general manager said, "that in 
frustration he turns and blames 
the messenger for the ills of the 
world."

"The shadow of that missile 


arc will be permanent," says 
Dr. Ralph Lapp, a noted nuclear 
physicist long associated with 
the study of the problems in- 
volved with superweaponry.

The world, not without some 


terrifying moments, survived 
the first quarter-century of the 


nuclear age. President Nixon 
expressed hope for a shift from 
confrontation to an era of 
negotiation. There is much talk 
of limiting strategic arms, 
establishing European security, 
restoring Asian peace and 
fruitful 
concourse 
among 


nations. 


But while there are hopeful 


signs, today's confrontation 
jargon remains frightening. 


Today's world is one in which 


three huge nations eye one 
another with suspicion.

Youthful northern California 


summer job-seekers should 
concentrate on small firms, 
according to a spokesman for 
the State Department of Human 
Resources 
Development 


(HRD). 


Mrs. 
Marged Sugarman, the 


spokesman, said she based her 
advice both on a formal survey 
of San Francisco Bay Area 
employers and on the unofficial 
consensus of other HRD experts 
throughout northern California. 


"We find that the big em- 


ployers who have always been 
big in summer youth hiring have 
severely cut back their hiring 
plans this year — and that puts 
them on a par with the smaller 
firms in terms of the actual 
number of young people they 
plan to accept," she said. 


But small 
employers — 


especially 
in the trade and 


service fields — do not appear to 
have reduced their hiring plans 
as drastically, she said. 


The significance of her fin- 


dings, Mrs. Sugarman said, is 
that since most large firms will 
not be hiring any more people 
than most small firms, the job- 
hunter is better off avoiding the 
big companies. Instead, he 
should make as many calls on 
smaller firms as 
possible, 


rather than putting in just a few 
applications with the big firms, 
she advised. 


The Bay Area survey of 


employers was conducted by 
HRD local offices in March, she 
said. 


Despite the tight labor market 


situation, she said, youngsters 


are welcome to seek advice on 
how to look for work by visiting 
their local HRD office — 
whether an employment service 
office, and HRD Center, a Youth 
Opportunity Center, or (in rural 
areas) a Farm Labor Services 
office.

ARDMORE, Pa., (AP) — 


Nobody has been able to win 
consecutive U.S. Open Golf 
championships since Ben Hogan 
did it in 1950 and 1951. Can 
England's Tony Jacklin break 
through the jinx that seems to be 
handing over the defending 
champion? 


"I'm still hungry and there is 


nothing else I want to do but play 
golf," said Jacklin before a 
practice round Monday over the 
6,544 yard Merion Golf Club 
course, scene of this week's 7lst 
annual U.S. Open, starting 
Thursday. 


Jacklin isn't concerned with 


history or jinxes, or even 
courses. "If I'm playing well I 
have a good chance," he said. 


"That's my problem, playing 


well." He said he wasn't con- 
cerned that he had never seen, 
let alone played Merion. "It 
doesn't matter. I've won on all 


sorts ui courses." 


Jacklin's main concern is that 


he has been in a slump. He's 
been in slumps before, but he 
says his latest one has lasted 
longer than any of the others. 


Jacklin, who won at Hazletine 


last year by seven strokes with a 
281, 
feels his game has been 


distracted because of the per- 
sonal appearances resulting 
from his Open triumph. 


"It's been difficult to keep my 


mind on my game," he said. His 
highest finish this year has been 
a tie for seventh in the Green- 
sboro Open. 


Jacklin also has been worried 


by a threat upon his life, and 
another to bomb his wife's home 
in Belfast. He said that he had 
received a cable from a 
newspaper that it had an 
anonymous call making the 
threats against Jacklin if he 
played in the Gallagher Ulster 
Tournament. 


Jacklin is taking no chances. 


He has withdrawn from the 
Ulster Tournament 
scheduled 


for later this month. He ex- 
plained that if he played it would 
attract a lot of attention and that 
he would need a police guard 
and there would be letters, "and 
besides they might do it," he 
added. 


Jacklin is extremely im- 


pressed with Merion's 36-34-70 
course. He believes a good 
driving game is necessary to 
stay out of trouble. He describes 
the greens as fantastic, noting 
that to win he will have to putt 
very well. 


Most of the players were out 


on the course Monday despite 
periods of heavy rain. Billy 
Casper, who won the Open in 
1959 and again in 1966. said of 
Merion, "Many modern day 
golf architects cou'.d take a 
good lesson from tins course."

The annual game take report 


was calculated by the DFG's 
Wildlife Management Branch 
from 
responses to question- 


naires mailed to 13,059 hunting 
licensees during January 1971. 


Sportsmen returned 6,263 


usable 
questionnaires, 
a 


response of about 48 per cent. 


Some form of hunting effort 


was reported by about 670,400 
hunting license holders who 
spent a total of about 9,749,000 
hunter days in the field. 


According 
to 
hunters 


responding 
to the 
survey 


questionnaire, 67 per cent of the 
sportsmen were successful in 
bagging some sort of game. 


This figure was down slightly 


from the previous year's 69 per 
cent, which was the highest 


reported since 1964 when hun- 
ters claimed 70 per cent success. 


The statewide bag increased 


last year for pheasant, dove, 
cottontail-brush rabbits, sage 
grouse, wild turkeys and geese. 


The bag was down for quail, 


chukar partridge, band-tailed 
pigeons, jackrabbits, ducks, 
jacksnipes, coots, tree squirrels, 
Sierra and ruffed grouse, deer, 
bear and wild pigs. 


Based on the hunter survey, 


the 1970 male deer harvest was 
92,200, or 19 per cent below the 
114,300 figure for 1969 and well 
below the five-year (1964-68) 
average of 124,400. On the basis 
of 38,645 returned buck tags, last 
year's deer take was 20 per cent 
below that for the previous year. 


Archery deer hunter effort 


was reported by about 35,000 
deer hunters.

Fascist gains in Italian local 
elections Sunday and Monday 
are expected to increase the 
pressure on Premier Emilio 
Colombo for more conservative 
policies. 


Political observers saw no 


immediate danger to Colombo's 
center-left coalition govern- 
ment. But right-wingers in the 
premier's Christian Democratic 
party and members of the 
Democratic Socialists, one the 
smaller 
coalition 
parties, 


already were urging Colombo to 
get on the anti-Communist, law 
and order bandwagon which the 
Neo-Fascists rode in their 
campaign. 


By contrast the Socialists, the 


No 2 party in the government, 
urged Colombo to seek support

legislation and resisting the 
swing to the right. 


The voting was for a regional 


legislature 
in 
Sicily 
and 


municipal councils in 158 cities 
and towns, including Rome, 
Genoa, Bari and Foggia. About 
a fifth of Italy's 35 million voters 
live in the areas that voted. 


In their biggest advance since 


World War II, Mussolini's heirs 
in the MSI, the Italian Social 
Movement, doubled or nearly 
tripled their previous best 
showing and took over the 
leadership of the right-wing 
opposition, 
eclipsing 
the 


Liberals and the Monarchists. 
Their gains were mostly at the 
expense 
of 
the 
Christian 


Democrats, Italy's largest 
party.

remained the majority con- 
trolling force in Rome, Bari, 
Foggia and most of the 155 other 
cities that elected municipal 
councils. 


The Christian Democrat vote 


ranged from 25 to 35 per cent, 
usually a drop of several per- 
centage points. The party's 
biggest loss was in Sicily, where 
its vote dropped from 40.1 per 
cent four years ago to 33.3 per 
cent.

White House. 


The bill, a key part of the 


Democratic program to bolster 
the economy and cut unem- 
ployment, includes a $2-billion 
provision 
conflicting with 


President Nixon's revenue- 
sharing program. 


Republicans have mentioned 


the probability of a veto each 
time the bill has come to a vote: 
when the House and Senate 
passed different versions, and 
when the Senate, in a party-line 
vote last week, adopted a 
compromise, 45 to 33. 


The GOP objects chiefly to a 


section authorizing $2 billion for 
accelerated 
public-works 


projects in high-unemployment 
areas. The president would

Republicans say, with no- 
strings-attached federal grants 
to local government. 


"Much 
propaganda 
ac- 


companied the introduction of 
this legislation in an effort to 
convince the public that it will 
expeditiously meet the current 
unemployment problem," 
Republican dissenters said April 
1 when the House Public Works 
Committee approved 
the $2 


billion "We are gravely con- 
cerned that many people will be 
disillusioned when their needs 
are not met by this legislation." 


The bill also authorizes $1.95 


billion to help local governments 
upgrade 
their 
economies 


through loans and other con- 
struction aids. There is $1.5 
billion for the 13-state Ap- 
palachian repional development 
program. 


In addition to saving a $1.4- 


billion investment already made 
in Lockheed's jet airbus project, 
Tillinghast said, the $250-million

He predicted that within five

"Once you set the precedent 


you can always find compelling 
reasons," Proxmire said.

South Vietnamese 
To Defend DMZ

South Vietnamese forces will 


take over the entire defense of 
the demilitarized zone in the 
next three months as the last 
American troops withdraw from 
positions along the buffer that 
divides the Vietnams. 


Reliable military sources here 


said today that troops of the U.S. 
1st Brigade, 5th Mechanized 
Infantry Division will begin 
pulling out of combat along the 
DMZ in the next few weeks. 


The 5,000-man brigade will be 


included in the upcoming eighth 
phase of President Nixon's with- 
drawal program that begins 
July 1. 


The brigade, equipped with 


tanks, 
armored 
personnel 


carriers and a variety of other 
mechanized equipment, had 


manned outposts and patrolled 
along the eastern half of the 49- 
mile-long zone for the past two 
years. In recent months it has 
shared the duty with South 
Vietnam's 1st Infantry Division. 


Some of the 1st Division's 


troops have been trained to 
handle several 
of the U.S. 


brigade's specialized equipment 
such as flame thrower vehicles 
that have been turned over to 
the South Vietnamese. 


The shift in forces along the 


DMZ comes at a time when 
allied officials say there is a new 
North Vietnamese buildup in the 
area 
* ' 


According to the Geneva 


agreement, neither side was to 
use, the DMZ for any military 
purpose but this understanding 
has been violated many times by 
both sides. 


Pit River Indians 
Are Found Guilty 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — 


Seven of 35 Pit River Indians 
and sympathizers have been 
found guilty of trespassing on a 
campground in a 3.5 million- 
acre corner of northeastern 
California the tribe claims as its 
own. 


The action Monday night by a 


Sacramento municipal court 
jury of 11 women and one man 
ended three days of deliberation 
in the four-week trial. 


Those found 
guilty face 


sentences of up to six months in 
jail, a $500 fine or both on each of 
two misdemeanor trespass 
counts. All defendants were 


represented by San Francisco 
attorney Aubrey Grossman. 


Sentencing is set for June 18. 
The group invaded a Pacific 


Gas & Electric Co. campground 
last June near Redding. The Pit 
River tribe says the camp is in 
an area illegally taken from 
Indians during the California 
gold rush. 


Found guilty were Kathleen 


and Marleen Montgomery, Gary 
Miller, Arnold Gemmill, Colleen
